Dear Mr. Dulles: 

The Duke Qaiversity Student Ibiioa’s Educational Affairs Cosmiitteey 
on behalf of the student body and with the approval of the administra- 
tion, invites you to present a major address at Duke IMiversity during 
the 1961-62 academic year. Representatives of the ccanmittee, who were 
in Washingtcai the first week in June, were disappointed that you were 
at the Amy War College, but Mr, Henry Hall Wilson was kind enough to 
arrange for us to see Colonel Grogan, and we trust he has extended our 
invitation to you. 

Colonel Grogan was realistically discouraging because of your heavy 
schedule and kindly suggested many other good speakers. However, he did 
not diminish the enthusiasm we feel in inviting you as the first choice 
of the selection committee. ¥e are aware, of course, that there are

Speakers in the 
past two years have included President Kennedy, President Boland of the 
IJN, Sir Hugh Gaitskell, Ambassador Stevenson, Sir Herbert Read, President 
Benjamin Mays of Morehouse College in Atlanta, Georgia, Malcolm Cowley, 
Dr. Ralph Lapp, Dr. Arthur Larson, and other distinguished personalities.
